With  the  challenge  of  the  80's  and 
a  feeling  of  excitement,  Columbia 
Seminary  began  its  153rd  year  with 
the  opening  convocation  in  the  sanc- 
tuary of  Columbia  Presbyterian 
Church  on  September  9,  1980. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  Dr.  J. 
Phillips  Noble,  addressed  the  Semin- 
ary Community  with  a  message  en- 
titled, "A  Case  for  Enthusiasm."  He 
stated  that  "I  have  never  felt  better 
about  Columbia  Seminary  than  I  do 
now  .  .  .  because  I  see  evidence  of 
the  solid  training  which  is  taking 
place  —  the  commitment  to  Biblical 
authority,  doctrinal  fidelity,  and  ec- 
clesiastical loyalty." 

Dr.  Noble  inducted  the  54  first 
professional  degree  students.  All  oth- 
er advanced  degree  and  special  de- 
gree students  were  enrolled  and  wel- 
comed into  the  Seminary  Community. 

Leadership  in  the  service  came 
from  many  faculty  members.  Dr.  C. 
Benton  Kline,  Jr.,  gave  the  Invoca- 
tion and  Dr.  J.  Will  Ormond,  led  the 
Prayers  of  Thanksgiving.  Prayers  of 
Intercession  were  given  by  Dr.  T.  S. 
Nease.  Mr.  Dean  Chapman,  President 
of  the  Student  Coordinating  Council 
read  from  the  Old  Testament. 

Dean  of  Academic  Affairs,  Oscar 
Hussel,  introduced  the  faculty  and 
the  International  Students,  while 
Dean  of  Students,  Erskine  Clarke, 
welcomed  the  entire  student  body  to 
the  1980-81  academic  year. 

The  evening  came  to  its  highlight 
moment  when  the  entering  students 
stood  and  repeated  the  traditional 
pledge  which  was  first  taken  by  stu- 
dents at  Princeton  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  1817. 


CFC  EXCEEDS  1979-80  GOAL 


The  Columbia  Friendship  Circle, 
with  the  active  support  of  women  in 
churches  throughout  the  Synods  of 
Florida,  the  Mid-South  and  the 
Southeast,  surpassed  its  goal  of 
$30,000  for  1979-80.  The  record 
giving  for  this  year  as  of  July  1, 
1980,  totaled  $40,394.13.  These 
gifts  were  used  to  sponsor  Columbia 
Scholarships,  which  are  special  one- 
year  scholarships  given  to  outstand- 
ing men  and  women  who  are  going 
into  the  ministry.  The  current  Colum- 
bia scholars,  supported  by  these  gifts,

The  new  CFC  Project  for  the 
1980-81    year,  which  began  July  1, 

1980,  is  two-fold:  1)  the  sponsor- 
ship of  Columbia  Scholarships,  and 
2)  Books  for  the  Library.  The  CFC's 
fine  leadership  is  being  continued 
through  Mrs.  Cora  Smith,  President; 
Mrs.  Betsy  Hammet,  Vice-President; 
Mrs.  Betty  McCallen,  Secretary-His- 
torian; and  Mrs.  Ruth  Esche,  Par- 
liamentarian. 

One  of  the  strongest  support 
groups  for  Columbia  has  always  been 
the  Women  of  the  Church.  They  are 
an  indispensable  part  of  the  life  and 
work  of  the  Seminary.  At  present, 
plans  are  being  made  for  the  annual 
"Come  See  Columbia  Day,"  which  is 
scheduled   for   Thursday,   April    23, 

1981,  at  CTS.  All  CFC  members  are 
encouraged  to  mark  this  date  — 
April  23  —  on  their  calendars  and 
plan  to  "Come  See  Columbia!" 


Commitment  to  Excellence  Campaign  Underway 


Directed  by  prayer  and  counsel 
and  dedicated  to  continuing  Christian 
service,  Columbia  Seminary  has  un- 
dertaken a  Commitment  to  Excel- 
lence Fund  Campaign  in  the  Synod 
of  the  Southeast.  The  Campaign  is 
designed  to  assure  the  financial 
strength  and  educational  integrity  of 
the  Seminary  by  providing  for  endow- 
ment and  capital  funds. 

The  Commitment  to  Excellence 
Campaign  is  an  outgrowth  of  a  dis- 
covery made  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors in  1974-75,  following  an  ex- 
tensive study.  It  was  at  that  time  that 
the  Board  realized  that  although  Co- 
lumbia Seminary  had  a  lovely  campus 
and  a  fine  physical  plant  to  carry  out 
its  mission,  it  had  the  smallest  en- 
dowment cf  the  four  PCUS  seminar- 
ies. This  meant  the  threat  of  inflation 
and  declining  funds  from  the  sup- 
porting synods  could  jeopardize  the 
future  of  the  Seminary.  In  order  for 
Columbia  to  continue  its  commitment 
to  excellence  in  theological  education, 
the  Board  set  a  goal  of  $7,000,000 
to  be  raised  by  the  three  supporting 
Synods  over  a  period  of  six  years. 

An  amount  of  $2,500,000  was  de- 
signated by  the  Board  to  be  raised  in 
the  Synods  of  the  Mid-South  and 
Florida.  Thankfully,  during  the  last 
two  years,  most  of  this  amount  has 


been  pledged  or  given  to  the  Sem- 
inary. 

This  leaves  $4,500,000  to  be 
raised  by  the  Synod  of  the  South- 
east. This  goal  includes  an  amount 
of  $2,000,000  assigned  to  Atlanta 
Presbytery  and  the  remaining 
$2,500,000  to  be  raised  by  the  other 
twelve  presbyteries  of  the  Synod. 

The  Commitment  to  Excellence 
Campaign  in  the  Synod  of  the  South- 
east is  divided  into  two  sub-phases. 
Sub-Phase  I  involves  nine  presby- 
teries (Athens,  Augusta  -  Macon, 
Cherokee,  Congaree,  Harmony,  Pee 
Dee,  Piedmont,  South  Carolina,  and 
Southwest  Georgia)  during  1980-81. 
Sub-Phase  II  involves  four  presbyter- 
ies (Atlanta,  Bethel,  Charleston,  and 
Savannah)  during  1981-82.

Dr.  W.  Frank  Harrington,  Pastor 
of  the  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Atlanta  and  former  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  is  serving  as  the 
General  Chairman  of  the  Campaign. 
He  is  ably  assisted  by  Georgia  State 
Co-Chairman  and  Board  member  Dr. 
James  V.  Johnson,  Jr.,  and  Mr. 
Langdon  S.  Flowers.  Serving  as  Co- 
Chairmen  in  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina are  Board  member  Dr.  P.  Ran- 
dolph Kowalski  and  Col.  Powell  A. 
Fraser.  A  distinguished  group  of 
Presbyterian  leaders  has  agreed  to 
serve  on  an  Advisory  Board  and  over 
150  ministers  and  lay  persons  from 
throughout  the  Synod  will  serve  in 
many  different  capacities. 

In  accepting  the  general  chairman- 
ship of  the  Campaign,  Dr.  Harrington 
states,  "I  am  very  enthusiastic  about 
the  Commitment  to  Excellence  Cam- 
paign because  of  the  vital  role  of 
Columbia  Seminary  in  the  life  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  task  of  pre- 
paring faithful  and  able  ministers 
must  have  a  high  priority  if  we  are  to 
carry  out  the  mission  of  Christ  in  the 
world.  I  am  strongly  committed  to 
strengthening  the  work  of  Columbia 
Seminary  and  wholeheartedly  com- 
mend the  goals  of  this  campaign  to 
the  churches  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Southeast."

CAMPAIGN  GOALS 
The  goals  of  the  Commitment  to 
Excellence   Campaign   can  be   sum- 
marized as  follows: 

PROVIDE     SCHOLARSHIP     AID 
ENDOWMENT  —  $1,000,000 

This  goal  will  provide  an  Endowed 
Scholarship  Fund  to  be  used  by  un- 
dergraduate and  graduate  students 
enrolled  from  the  Synod  of  the  South- 
east. 

ESTABLISH   THREE   ENDOWED 

CHAIRS  — $1,500,000 

The  establishment  of  endowed  pro- 
fessorships provides  for  financial  sta- 
bility and  serves  as  a  hedge  against 
inflation. 

COMPLETE     ENDOWMENT    OF 
FIVE  CHAIRS  —  $  1 ,300,000 

Five  professorial  chairs  need  addi- 
tional funds  in  order  to  be  fully  en- 
dowed. 

STUDENT  HOUSING  —  $700,000 
Of  the  total  goal,  $200,000  is 
designated  for  refurbishing  existing 
seminary  apartments  while  $500,000 
has  been  designated  to  furnish  addi- 
tional student  housing  for  married 
students. 

Details  of  various  endowment  op- 
portunities in  scholarship  aid,  estab- 
lishing and  completing  particular 
chairs,  and  in  providing  for  student 
housing  are  presented  more  specifi- 
cally in  the  campaign  literature. 

MEANWHILE  IN 
THE  OTHER  SYNODS 

The  Campaign  for  Theological  Ed- 
ucation in  the  Snyod  of  the  Mid- 
South  has  produced  pledges  and  gifts 
of  $2,255,952  from  345  churches.  Of 
this  amount  $472,936  has  been  re- 
ceived by  Louisville  Seminary  and 
$331,572  has  been  received  by  Co- 
lumbia Seminary  for  a  total  of 
$804,508.  The  amount  received  rep- 
resents 32%  of  the  announced  goal 
of  $2,500,000  for  the  Synod. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  145 
churches  in  the  Synod  of  Florida  have 
made  gifts  and  pledges  of  $  1 ,264,5 1 1 
on  a  goal  of  $1,500,000.  Several  key 
churches,  with  the  capacity  to  make 
significant  gifts,  have  delayed  par- 
ticipating in  the  Margin  of  Excel- 
lence Campaign  but  plan  to  do  so  in 
the  near  future.  With  the  anticipated 
response  of  these  key  churches,  we 
hope  to  reach  and  exceed  the  an- 
nounced goal. 


Columbia  Women  in  Mini6try

If  you  are  a  woman  who  is  be- 
coming aware  of  God's  "Call"  to  you 
in  our  Lord's  Ministry  of  the  Word 
and  Sacraments,  answer  it  "yes"  with- 
out hesitation!  For  the  world  and  its 
peoples  will  never  be  the  same  to  you 
ever  again,  once  you  do!  Realize, 
though,  that  with  the  wonder  of  your 
"Call"  also  comes  the  reality  of  a 
world  that  does  not,  as  yet,  fully 
"see." 

For  example,  currently,  few  of 
the  women  graduates  of  1980  have 
received  a  call  although  they  are  in 
conversation  with  churches.  There 
are,  also,  women  from  years  back 
who  have  not  yet  received  their  calls. 
This  is  not  due,  solely,  as  some  would 
tell  it,  that  these  women  have  a 
'character'  or  'personality'  problem. 
In  fact,  these  are  dedicated,  respon- 
sible women. 

What  happens  is  this:  the  churches 
say,  "You  want  to  be  a  minister? 
Wonderful!  Presbytery  will  take  you 
under  its  care."  Presbytery  does  so 
and,  in  my  case  did  it  well,  then  the 
seminaries  willingly  and  joyfully  train 
us.  I  would  add  here  that  from  my 
experience,  Columbia  Seminary  is  the 
best.  My  years  at  Columbia  will  al- 
ways remain  some  of  the  most  signifi- 
cant and  meaningful  moments  of  my 
life. 

Then  comes  the  crunch.  We  are 
ready  to  serve  the  Church  who  has 


nurtured  and  truly  welcomed  us  all 
this  way,  only  to  have  the  Church 
doors  close.  Now  I  would  emphasize 
that  this  is  only  half  the  reality.  This 
has  not  been  the  experience  for  me 
and  many  other  women. 

I  received  the  call  of  the  Evergreen 
Presbyterian  Church  months  before 
graduation.  Their  warmth  and  open- 
ness towards  me  and  their  eagerness 
for  me  to  come  and  be  their  pastor 
continued  to  reinforce  the  caring  pro- 
cess I  had  received  from  my  home 
church  (First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Huntsville),  my  Presbytery  (North 
Alabama),  and  my  Seminary. 

Which  means  that  the  Church  is 
'opening,'  but  that  it  needs  women 
who  not  only  have  heard  and  re- 
ceived God's  Call  but  who  will  re- 
spond! If  we  do  not  respond,  then  the 
'doors'  will  close  shut  instead  of 
opening  wider,  and  all  will  lose. 

Secondly,  if  you  have  visions  of 
yourself  as  the  pastor  of  a  Marge'

The  Very  Reverend  Dr.  David 
Steel  and  his  wife,  Sheila,  "are  happy 
to  be,  once  again,  part  of  the  fellow- 
ship of  Columbia."  After  teaching  the 
Spring  Term  here  in  1979,  they  had 
two  months  at  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  where 
he  was  interim  pastor  and  later  re- 
visited Kenya.  Dr.  Steel  has  devoted 
much  time  in  preparing  lectures  on 
St.  John's  Gospel  and  readying  his 
lectures  from  last  year  for  publica- 
tion in  November.  They  will  be  titled, 
Preaching  Through  the  Year  and  will 
be  published  in  Britain  and  America 
simultaneously.
